Three  or  four  of  our  boys  had  decided 
that  an  improvement  in  the  general  aspect 
of  (he  small  son  of  Italy  was  greatly  to 
be  desired,  and  forthwith  they  had  taken 
him  in  hand.  At  the  instigation  of  one 
Vxf  the  boys,  he  had  removed  hjs  well-worn 
shoes  aud  what  did  duty  for  a  pair  of 
stockings  and  donned  others  clean  and 
whole. 

His  ragged  little  suit  had  been  replaced 
6y  a  better  one,  a  new  hat  shone  resplen' 
djmt  above  the  puzzled  face,  and  when 
the  Humble  Individual  caught  sight  of 
the  group,  the  Italian  child  stood  In  the 
middle  taking  his  first  object-lesson 
the  great  truths  of  love  and  common 
brotherhood. 

Before  him.  on  one  knee,  bent  one  of 
the  boys,  his  forehead  gathered  in  an 
anxious  frown  as  lie  painfully  tied  an 
elaborate,  bow  In  the  new  neck-tie,  and  at 
abort  distances  away,  their  heads  on  one 
side  and  their  whole  attention  absorbed 
in  careful  criticism,  stood  the  others, 
unwilling  that  any  flaw  should  appear 
when  the  Work  of  their  hands  should  be 
complete.

Township  Committee. 

Bu-iness  of  interest  and  importance 
was  discussed  at  the  Township  Commit¬ 
tee  meeting  on  Mouday  night.  Messrs. 
Beeson  and  Seibert  of  the  gas  committee, 
»t a’ e  l  that  they  were  in  receipt  of  a  com¬ 
munication  from  clerk  Henry  Yo&t,  of  the 
M  >n  to  lair  Township,  informing  them  that 
the  committee  of  that  town  had  given 
their  gas  committee  definite  instructions 
as  to  what  they  intended  to  do  i,n  regard 
to  the  use  of  electric  lights.  A  meeting 
of  the  joint  committees  of  the  two  towns 
was  called  for  Wednesday  evening,  the 
17th.  Messrs  Benson  and  Seibert  desired 
instructions  from  the  whole  committee 
as  to  what  they  should  say  to  the  Mont 
lair  representatives.  It  was  stated  that 
it  was  not  officially  known  just  what 
Montclair  intended  toTlo,  but  it  was  Bur¬ 
in  issed  that  lights  would  be  erected  on 
lilooinlleld  avenue  and  the  approaches  to 
the  railway  depots.  The  carrying  out  of 
•this  plan  would  shut  off  about  5l>  gas 
lamps.  The  following  of  a  similur  plan 
in  Bloomfield  would  do  away  with  6U  or 
70  gas  lamps.  Superintendent  John  Caus- 
biook  of  the  Montclair  Gas  and  Water 
Co.,  was  given  an  opportuunity  to  address 
the  committee  at  this  point.  He  briefly 
reviewed  the  past  relations  of  the  gas 
company  with  the  town,  how  the  company 
had  exerted  every  iffort  in  his  power  to 
give  satisfactory  service.  He  stated  that 
the  company  was  not  a  wealthy  one,  it 
wsa  just  getting  fairly  established,  it  had 
expended  thousands  of  dollars  in  Its  en¬ 
deavor  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
two  townships.  Mr.  Caushrook  said  that 
great  stress  seemed  to  be  laid  on  the  fact 
that  the  proposed  electric  lights  would 
be  kept  burning  all  night.  If  the  commit¬ 
tee  wanted  lights  on  Bloomfield  avenue 
and  other  leadingajltreeta  of  the  town, 
why  did  they  imtr^Quforra  the  gw*  com¬ 
pany?  It  was-fvrfectlyNriUing  by-burn  gas 
all  night,  and  he  had  nfo  doubt  that  very 
satisfactory  arrangamwa  could  be  made. 
Mr.  Causbrook  informeaV^je  committee 
t  lint  they  might  derive  a  great  deal  more 
benefit  from  the  lights  in  operation  if  they 
would  exercise  their  power  and  order 
the  limbs  trimmed  off  a  great  many  of 
the  shade  trees  in  the  town.  Many  lamps 
were  rendered  useless  by  being  obscured 
amid  the  overhanging  brandies  of  an  ad¬ 
joining  tree.  Mr.  Causbrpok  reminded 
the  committee  that  two  years  ago  when 
the  subject  of  electric  lights  was  fih?t 
broached,  the  company  he  represented 
offered  to  erect  a  plaut  ami  furnish  it  as 
cheap  as  any  other  company.  lie  was 
Instructed  to  renew  the  offer  and  request¬ 
ed  that  his  company  be  given  a  chance 
to  estimate  for  the  work.  Mr.  Caushrook 
was  informed  that  when  the  committee 
were  fully  oetsrmined  to  use  electric 


age  question  was  premature.  He  favor¬ 
ed  waiting  until  after  the  contract  be¬ 
tween  the  East  Jersey  Water  Company 
and  the  city  of  Newark  was  settled.  *lt 
might  b*  possible  to  use  econd  Sriver  as  a 
means  of  conveying  sewerage  offal  to  the 
Paasaic;.  The  prevailing  opinion  was  that 
no  harm  would  eome  of  a  Joint  discussion 
of  the  matter,  and  Clerk  F’arrand  was  in¬ 
structed  to  inform  the  Montclair  commit¬ 
tee  of  Bloomfield's  desire. 

The  general  dissuasion  on  high  taxation 
led  Mr.  Dodd  to  remark  that  the  expend 
itures  for  support  of  pcor,for  this  year, 
was  nearly  double  that  of  the  same  per¬ 
iod  of  Lime  last  year.  Mr.  Benson  thought 
that  the  present  system  of  supplying  the 
needs  of  the  township  poor  were  capable 
of  Improvement.  He  favored  giving  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  a  higher  salary  and 
having  him  personally  buy  the  provisions 
and  other  necessities  in  bulk  end  deal 
them  out  The  present  system  of  giving 
'Orders  on  stores  was  open  to  abuse. 
Counsel  Richards  asserted  his  belief  that 
the  town  was  Imposed  on  by  pretenslous 
paupers.  In  discussing  ways  and  means 
of  preventing  abuses  of  tht  store  order 
system.  Mr.  Dodd  said  he  did  nqt  thlak 
it  was  in  the.  province  of  the  overseer  to 
restrict  the  recipients  to  the  purchase  of 
pork  and  beans.  Dr.  Richards  pronoun¬ 
ced  pork  aud  beans  as  very  wholesome

It  was  stated  that  the 
coping  around  the  area  way  projected  two 
iuebes  above  the  gr^de  of  the  sidewalk. 
The  hinges  on  the  iron  doors  covering 
the  entrance  to  the  cellar  were  regarded 
as  dangerous  to  pedestrians  who  might 
be  tripped  by  them.  Th$  clerk  was  in¬ 
structed  to  notify  Mr.  Hill  that  the  mat¬ 
ter  complained  of  would  have  to  be  rem¬ 
edied.

The  Village  of  Arden. 

History  furnishes  many  illustrations  of 
country  towns  by  a  process  of  slow  growth 
gradually  developing  Into  cities,  but  the 
novel  experience  of  a  full-fledged  city 
suddenly  developing  itself  in  the  heart  of 
a  township,  unbeknown  to  the  majority  of 
taxpayers,  is  reserved  for  Bloomfield. 

Politicians  have  been  electioneering  for 
incorporation.  Tillage  Improvement  As¬ 
sociations  and  other  powerful  influences 
have  been  at  work  endeavoring  to  induce 
this  conservative  old  town  to  throw  off  its 
rustic  garb  and  put  on  the  fashionable 
attire  of  a  city  but  these  have  made  slow 
progress.  In  the  meantime  a  company 
of  enterprising  arid  well-knowa  ladies  of 
the  town  have  been  quietly  and  energeti¬ 
cally  at  work  on  a  similar  line.
